what different, scale, ThlH was her 


first effort nt colonization, and shows 
what tho little brown men are capablo 
of. When China, after the stress of 
her war with Japan, coded Formosa 
to her conquerors tho Island was ono 
of the wildest of nil in thnt region, 
savage head-hunters occupying most 
of Its territory, and tho few soncoast 
towns tho embodiment of tho worst 
features of 
Chinese 
occupancy— 


squalid, filthy, out of touch with civili- 
zation, unprogressive. 
A recent vis- 


itor to tho Island, who had been mado 
familiar with It prior to Japanese oc- 
cupancy, testifies thnt thoro was llttlo 
or no machinery to carry out tho .work 
of civil government. Tho treasury was 
depleted, tho records were In n stato 
of hopeless confusion, thoro had bocn 
no attempt at sanitation, and tho filth 
and squalor of the towns were appal- 
ling. The natives had grown 
accus- 


tomed to this state of affairs and woro 
ill-suited for tho system ( and order 
which their new rulers seemed deter- 
mined to bring about. 
Effects of Japanese Rule 
as Seen In Better Regulations. 


Karon Shltnpol Goto, a physician by 


profession and formerly president of 
tho bureau of hygiene In Tokyo, IH now 
tho civil governor of Formosa.

States giving up tho Philippines a 
trusting them to tho tender mercies of 
native government It is certain thai 
Philippine independence would bo of 
exceedingly brief duration; Few sorl 
ously believe thnt the 
Filipinos nro 


capable of managing thoir own affairs 
without falling Into a state of anarchy 
that would early In tho game demand 
tho forcible Intervention of foreign 
powers for tho protection of their cltl 
zctiH In the Islands. 


Awaiting a Filipino Republic 
Before Completing Program. 


As tho history of th« Samonn Islands

Madison.—It was learned that con- 


ferences have been held In Washing- 
ton during the last few days In ref- 
erence to securing congressional au- 
thority for tho building of a 
bridge 


across the St. Louis river connecting 
Superior nnd Duluth at a point near 
the proposed steel plant to bo con- 
structed by tho United States Steel 
corporation. 
Representatives of all 


interests concerned have been In con- 
sultation, and It Is not improbable that 
a bridge bill will bo Introduced- In 
congress In tho near future. 


It Is understood that tho engineers 


of tho war department havo been con- 
sulted, nnd that the bill to be intro- 
duced will have tho approval of tho 
war department. Tho parties Interest- 
ed are not disposed to discuss the mat- 
ter until tholr plans aro fully 
ma- 


tured. 
Tentative plans havo 
been 


drawn for a structure to cost approx- 
imately $2GO,000. Theso plans provide 
for a doubledeck bridge, tho upper 
deck for railroad trains nnd passen- 
gers, und the lower deck for street cars 
and teams. 


It is believed that as soon as au- 


thority is given by congress for the 
building of tho bridge tho work of con- 
struction of the new steel plant will 
ho puohed. 
In this connection It Is 


hinted that the United States Steel 
corporation may expend considerably 
more on this plant than Is generally 
supposed. It Is said the expenditure 
may reach $12,000,000. 


Capitol Contracts Let, 


Tho state capltol commission award- 


ed six contracts for tho Interior finish- 
ing of tho west wing of tho new cnpltol 
building.

max wa» reached when all the subur- 
ban trains arriving

from ono to two hours late.

tho windows of the 
carriages 
with 


their sticks and umbrellas. Leaping

niiy public question? 


An examination of the files of tho 


senate and house shows that tho peti- 
tions and memorials come from all 
kinds of people. It frequently occurs 
that more than 10,000 names are rep. 
roncnted on tho petitions that roach 
tho senate in n single day. 


Over In tho house tho petitions are 


even moro numerous, 
I-'rora 1.000 to 


15,000 names nro represented on th» 
petitions that reach that body daily 
during tho first weeks of congress. 


As a rule tho petitions sent to con- 


gress aro not "worked up." Tho peti- 
tions generally show on their faces 
whether they are "ready made"—that 
Is to say. whether they hnvo been so- 
licited. Senators and representatives 
say that 90 per cent, of the petitions 
that como to them are not tho result 
of any organized effort on tho part of 
persons or corporations who want to 
get legislation through congress.

It would not bo wluo 
for you to "unload" at tho samo tlmo. 
Whatever may be the nature of your 
business, although you may know 
more In a minute than "tho othor 
man" docu In an hour, lot him—yes 
encourago him to unload all of hla 
objections—howovor hard it may bo 
for you to hold your pence—and you 
will thus bo ablo to seo things from 
his viewpoint and thereby bo tho 
better able to meet His objections; 
besides ho will now bo passive whllo 
you nro poultlvo—forcefully but kindly 
posit Ivo. 


PoaltlvcneBE. 


lly this I do not mean dogmatically, 


arrogantly or antagonistically so, but 
n poHltlvenesH that IH pleasantly con- 
vincing. This is business tact. Iloro 
Is where concentration and confidence 
como In. As like begets like, so confi- 
dence begets confidence. 
Keep calm 


In your posltlvo assurance; bo delib- 
erate, yet firm. Got your oyo on "tho 
other man"—not with a Svengall stare, 
but with a (inlet gaze that you may 
know hla attitude toward your propo- 
sition, and that he may see and feel 
rwd know your honesty of purpose. 


Impulsion, 


This Is ono of the strongest num- 


bers In tho whole combination. 
Re- 


member that compulsion (will force) 
ma> win temporarily, but It will In- 
variably rebound, the result being re- 
pulsion. 


Compulsion Is a force from with- 


out; impulsion, a force from within. 
Convulsion will niuko an enemy of 
a friend; Impulsion will make a friend 
of an oniMiiy. Which Is preferable? 


Hy Impulsion I mean that you should 


lodge tho thought in tho mind of "the 
other man" to do as yon deslro. Is It 
right? You, If your business IH right. 
If It Is you Will succeed; If It Is not 
you should not succeed. It IB merely 
another form—and a better form—of 
iisliiK your pen<ua«Ive powers. 


To lodge tho thought successfully 


you should think In tho llrst person, 
singular (I); I.e., think as If you were 
thinking for him. Were you to think 
In tho second person (you), ho would 
sense a feeling of compulsion. 
My tho 


first method hu Is Impressed to do as 
you desire. 


Wlionco cometh that Impression? 


From hla subjective mind. 
How did 


It cot thoro? lly thought transference 
from you. It rises over tho threshold 
of Ills consciousness and ho accepts 
it as hla own thought—Impulsion. 


Clinch Your Thought. 


To drive a nail Is go^d; to clinch 


It, la bettor. 
To drlvo a thought Is 


good; to clinch it, IH bettor. Hut how? 
Whon you havo said what you havo 
to say, stop. 
That Is driving tho 


thought. 
Whatever may bo tho na- 


ture of your business It surely does 
not 
consist of driving 
ouo 
nail 


(ono 
argument, ono proposition) but 


many. Then clinch each ouo by fol- 
lowing tho thought Into tho silence. 


To Illustrate: You may say a thing 


with 
much 
effectiveness, 
but 
tho 


greater effectiveness lies In tho silence 
that follows tho thing said. 
In that 


moment of silence hold your thought. 
This can never bo done oxcopt by 
n falling inflection. 
Why? A rising 


Inllectlon defers to the will or knowl 
odgo of another (not u wlso thing to 
do when you wish to press a point); 
whereas, by a fulling Inflection you 
assort your own will (a very Im- 
portant feature for tho lawyer whon 
addressing a Jury). Follow your last 
won! and falling Inflection with a 


and fill that pause with your 


psychological power—thus clinching 
your thought. 


Control Conditions. 


This Is much easier said than done; 


In fact. It cannot always bo done, but 
should bo whenever possible. In the 
caso of a solicitor In any line of busi- 
ness (Insurance, otc.), It Is usually 
necessary to go to "tho othor man." 
In this ovont It in necessary, also, to 
go Into his atmosphere, radiation, en- 
vironments, etc.; these aro largely 
beyond your control and. In conse- 
quence, you aro llnblu to ho Inter* 
ruptod. You may havo noticed quite 
frequently, whon you had your man 
"almost persuaded." that ho soomod 
to wolcorao an Interruption. 
Thoro's 


a reason. 
Therefore, I say, control 


conditions, whon possible, by sotting 
your customer to your place of bus- 
iness, within your own environments 
and conditions which should bo wholly 
under your control. 


Every traveling salesman will bear 


mo out In tho statement that ho has 
much better success whon his prospec- 
tive buyers call at tho sample rooms 
than when tho goods aro dlvplayod at 
tho various daces of business.

Collecting Money. 


In ono of tho suburbs of Chicago, 


t college president was Indebted to 


mo $200.00 for services rendered. I 
did not present my account until some 
weeks after finishing my course of 
Instruction. I was then given a letter 
to ono of tho college trustees—tho 
president of a bank on Dearborn 
streot. 


When I handed him tho letter ho 


said: 
"Tho college IB short of funds, 


but they have a half million dollars 
duo them In a few months. I have 
paid a number of bills for them, but 
I have Just made up my mind to pay 
no more as I think tho creditors 
should hide their tlmo; besides, Mr, 
Wnrtnan, thoro aro many claims prior 
to yours that should, by rights, bo paid 
first If I paid any. 
Therefore, 1 can- 


not, or. rather, I will not pay any 
more of the accounts." 


No ono who reads this will ever 


have a harder proposition upon which 
to try these nix principles, Tho man 
was no weakling, llo was of unusual 
physical strength with mentality In 
proportion; therefore, whon ho sold 
ho had "made up his mind," I know 
ho had made up a great deal. Also, 
when ho said ho "could not" and 
"would not," I know that no amount 
of "compulsion" could move him, and 
any argument I might offer would be 
of no avail. I said but little, merely 
expressing my disappointment in hav- 
ing to wait so long, but not holding 
tho thought for n moment that I wonlii 
wait at all. I realized that It was tne 
psychological moment. 


I then began with "confidence" (1) 


that I would succeed, nnd I Immediate- 
ly "concentrated" (i!) my forces In 
that direction, yet remaining perfectly 
"passive" (3) to note any change of 
heart that ho might exporlonco. As I 
had allowed him to "unload" (4) I now 
became "positive" (5) to his negative 
condition. I did not otaro at him as 
If to compel him but stood as If In 
doubt (but with no doubt in mo) ami 
"Impelled" (G) him to compromise. I 
said nothing but thought very Intently 
for him (Impulsion). . 


This IM tho thought .1 held on him. 


over him, for him: 
"Well, you como 


In. at ono o'clock." (That llttlo word 
"well" Is a great compromiser). All 
of this probably occurred in the space 
of a minute, but It seemed many of 
them to me. Finally I looked up and 
irnld "well" (I thought tho rest of tho 
sentence for him, but spoke not a 
word). Instantly ho took tho cue from 
tho spoken word and voiced My un- 
expressed thought, saying—"Woll, you 
come In at ono o'clock." 


Mark you, he had not committed 


'himself, had not promised payment. 
Again t commanded passivity on my 
part as 1 thanked him nnd bade him 
sood looming. . I did no because I 
wanted to get his mental attitude and 
catch any stray thought. I caught It. 
It camo to mo at once that he was a 
"stickler" on time. Ho hnd said "ono 
o'clock." With him, ono o'clock meant 
one o'clock, not live minutes after. 
That would let him out. 


When In the vestibule of tho bank 


I set my watch with tho bank clock. 
1 went to my olllco and related my ex- 
perience to my publisher. He smiled. 
Ho was a "doubting Thomaa." 
He 


said:
